trates. Previously, magistrates 
had been confined to hearing 
traffic violations, and received 
a fee from each conviction.

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Uncle Sam Talks Gasoline Tax Increase 
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The Case For Stoplights - Lite and Limb Vs. "V.P.H . 1 



There are times when bureaucracy 
is confusing. 

We had figured in our simple mind 
that this business of obtaining State ap- 
proval here for three stoplights was 
merely a formality — an act of rubber 
stamping. Frankfort would send in the 
traffic expert. He’d take his surveys — 
and thereby earn his salary — and the 
City of Hazard would get the much-need- 
ed stoplights. 

Apparently, we have mis-figured. 

Two Roles of Stoplights 

Until the matter of stoplights came 
before the City Commission this month, 
we had never given much thought to 
thei r importance, society have condition- 
ed us to accept them with resignation — 
or in our moments of haste with irrita- 
tion. 

Since then, however, our thought 
processes have a r rived at two conclusions 
as to the purposes of these pesky moni- 
tors of the motor age: 

1. Traffic signals are safety devices 
to prevent accidents; and 

2. Convenience devices to control 
the flow of t r affic and thereby chill the 
heat of tempers. 

Is it not possible that the State is 



confusing these two purposes? 

City Manager Hobert Wooten told 
the commission that the State rejected 
the three traffic signals because a sur- 
vey taken last year revealed that the 
number of "vehicle-per-hour” didn’t 
justify the lights being installed at 
Lovem and the By-Pass, N. Main and the 
By-Pass, and Maple and East Main. 

Life And Limb 

We are not questioning the State’s 
figures (they’re probably co r rect). But 
we do question the importance of “veh- 
icles-per-hour” when life and limb are 
involved, and especially when children 
are involved. 

We would ask the State if instead of 
‘vehicles-per-hour” a survey shouldn't be 
taken on “pedestrians per hour.’’ You 
can’t kill a vehicle — only pedestrians and 
motorists. 

Two of the insections must be cross- 
ed by grade and high school students 
throughout the day as they walk to and 
from school. Lights are needed at them, 
Lovem and the By-Pass, and Maple and 
No. Main, not to control the flow of traf- 
fic — but to prevent some student from 
being run down by a car and maimed 
for life, or even worse, killed. 
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Lius is the season of the year that 
many of you will soon be taking to the high- 
ways. Yes, going home to visit loved ones that 
you haven’t seen maybe for many months. You 
are overjoyed to get a chance to see these 
loved ones again, you will have your car loaded 
with presents, food and other items to make 
some one happy on your visit.

TWENTY TWO gun 
or ARCHERY SETS or any other gift. First, be 
sure that he knows how to handle it before you 
turn him loose with it. Give the proper instruc- 
tion of safety in items such as these. Let’s 
keep that holliday as it was meant for when you 
first started out. Don’t be grieved with sorrow. 
DRIVE WITH CARE, DO EVERYTHING WITH 
A LITTLE EXTRA PRECAUTION at this YULE 
TIDE Remember, some needy or unfortunate 
person or family that you can cheer and help 
during the season.

The federal government’s expected move 
to saddle more tax on the consumer’s gasoline 
purchases is certain to meet stiff opposition. It 
Is, In fact, meeting opposition already. 

A number of the public prints In this coun- 
try are discussing the subject editorially, both 
Big Prints and little prints, and most of them 
are taking the side of the downtrodden motor- 
ist, who is saddled already with about all the 
taxes the traffic will beer. 

We Pay 10c Tax A Gallon 

Today the Kentucky car owner Is paying 
ten cents a gallon in taxes, which means that 
a third or more of his gasoline money Is for 
tax and not for octane to power his vehicle. Of 
this big tax — and big tax it is, on a percentage 
basis and also on a dollar and cents basis — 
seven cents goes to the state and three cents to 
the federal government. The ten cents is the 
usual total rate, though it varies in some of 
the states. 

Two years ago motorists in some of the 
states — Florida, for instance — were loaded with 
an extra penny a gallon to build interstate high- 
ways, and at the time the gasoline buyer was 
told the penny would be enough. Kentuckians 
were not saddled with an e«tra gas tax to pay 
the cost of roads built under the vast federal- 
state program now under way, but they sad- 
dled themselves with a $100,000,000 bond Issue 
instead. This they did voluntarily, by referen- 
dum. 

"Just Another Penny" 

Anyway, it turns up now that the federal 
government will soon be back asking for an- 
other penny or two to carry on the road build- 
ing job. The probability is that two cents will 
be asked, and if imposed it would raise Ken- 
tucky’s gasoline tax to 12 cents a gallon and 
that of other states to about as much. 

Now building roads is fine, and the public 
is all for it, otherwise they would not have vot- 
ed, as we Kentuckians did, to incur a vast debt 
of $100,000,000 for the purpose of improving 
our state’s road system. Th-jre is a limit, how- 
ever, to the amount of money which can be 
collected from the motorist— or at least there 
ought to be a limit. 

A sad fact, is the scandal of highway money 
diversion, which means that money extracted 
from the pockets of the people for road pur- 
poses is used for something else. It is a national 
scandal, this diversion of funds, and among 
other things it is dishonest— a species of dis- 
honesty which government would not tolerate 
for an instance if it were practiced by a tax- 
payer. Too much of the tax money is being 
used in some states for purposes other than 
highway building and maintenance and in some 
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places— Tennessee for example— a fight la be- 
ing staged today on the practice. 

"Car U Necessity" 

Millions of people ell over the country 
think It is about time governments recognise 
the fact that the automobile is a necessity and 
no longer a luxury, as was once the case, 
is no greater necessity in our economic scheme 
than the car and the truck And yet the tax 
on gasoline is now three or four times as much 
as the tax on some luxury items. 

So a fight is needed against the sly Idea 
that a penny more tax on gasoline, or a couple 
of pennies, won’t hurt anybody. The fact is 
that an extra penny or two on gas will hurt 
everybody, further upsetting family budgets 
stretched already to the limit.

Behind The Times: 
American Businessmen 

Too many American businessmen have long 
considered themselves to be above and remote 
from politics. But now, it’s good to report there 
is a strong shift away from this head-in-the- 
sand attitude. More and more business leaders, 
speaking as individuals and on be half of organi- 
zations, are pointing out that political busness 
is everybody’s business. 

A top official of Continental Oil Company 
provides a good example. He says that the Am- 
erican businessman must wakr up to the threat 
of the growing political power and public senti- 
ment being marshalled against him and particip- 
ate in a public-spirited and constructive manner 
in politics and government affairs — or he will 
soon be out of business and the ward of social- 
istic government. “Businessmen,” he added, 
“have lost their influence in political affairs 
because they have been apathetic ... and have 
lagged woefully behind the times in appreciat- 
ing and understanding the changes taking place 
in the world around them.” 

Ho offered six suggestions whereby business- 
men can take an active part in formulating and 
guiding national policy; keep informed about 
public affairs; take a stand on important issues; 
support and co-operate with the Governmont; 
participate personally in politics; encourage 
political activities by your employes; and, do 
some constructvo thinking. 

We can have truly representative govern- 
ment only if all the groups and forces concern- 
ed make their views known, and support them 
with all legitimate tools at their command.

Something We Asked For: Contusion In Berlin 



The US, Britain and France are reported 
as determined to take whatever steps may be 
necessary to prevent Red control of West Berlin. 
That these steps may be expensive and even 
agonizing is a reasonable anticipation. But just 
how they may be taken remains a deep, dark 
secret at this writing. 

It would seem to be the Kremlin’s plan- 
on the heels of Kruschev’s announcement that 
he would liquidate the “occupation status of 
Berlin” — to appear to withdraw from East 
Berlin, if not from East Germany, and hand 
over to East German stooges control over the 
highway, railway and air approaches to West 
Berlin. 

If we were to believe Kruschev’s bluster, 
the plan would be simply for the East Germans 
— operating under their own steam - to shut off 
all access to the Western city, drive out both 
the Allied occupation forces and the West Ger- 
mans in order to make this fabulously booming 
city a literal part of the comparative desert that 
is East Germany. But this is a large order 
when it is considered that there is nothing the 
East Berliners and the East Germans at large 
desire more than reunion with t^eir Westerrt 
kinsmen, freedom from Soviet slavery and ac- 
ceptance by the Bonn government as part of 
the (West) German Federal Republic. 

It would seem obvious, therefore, that 



whatever restraints are imposed and whatever 
hostile moves made against the Allies and the 
official regime of West Berlin must be under 
the direction of Russian wolves in East German 
sheep's clothing. And the main purpose may 
well be to force tbe US, Britain and France to 
deal with the East German government in the 
matter of traffic arrangements and controls in 
and out of West Berlin. Since the three West- 
ern powers have consistently refused to recog- 
nize East Germany, on the grounds that it is 
not a representative country but an irresponsible 
Red satellite, such traffic conferences would 
constitute some degree of recognition. 

The West is now awaiting, therefore, the 
replacement of Russians at the rail and highway 
checkpoints by East Germans and the threaten- 
ed blockade that would most certainly launch 
another and vastly greater Berlin air lift — 
along with the concomitant peril of incidents 
that could mean war. 

And these, after all, are the chickens of 
our strategic ineptitude coming home to roost- 
13 years after halting our victorious troops at 
the Elbe so that the Russians (whom we then 
distrusted) might march with us into Berlin, 
divide this historic city against itself and impose 
for a hundred miles around a new slavery on 
millions, freed only then from the Hitler ty- 
ranny.

Prize-Winning Photo, "Sad Lad", Has Won Fame For Photographer 
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Gurney Norman 

One of Hazard’s favorite sons, photog- 
rapher Hal Cooner, who has sent his and 
the city’s name south of the border and 
across the Atlantic with his fine photog- 
raphy, owes at least some of his renown 
to his photogenic son, Barry. 

'This is not to disparage Hal’s tallent 
by any means, but it was a picture of Barry 
taken seven years ago that is his pride 
achievement, the picture that has earned 
for Hal the recognition of fellow profes- 
sional photographers all over this and 
several foreign countries. 

Exhibited Inter-Nationally 

The portrait, a quiet, deep reflection 
of a very disappointed little seven-year-old 
lad, has been exhibited at the Mexico City 
Palace of Art, at the International Exhibit 
of Photographic Art in Bath, England, and 
at the Second International Exhibition of 
Photographic Art in Helsinki, Finland, as 
well as at seven exhibits in the U S A. 

Immediately after printing the picture, 
Hal saw that it was good of his son, but

that was as far as his admiration went at 
the time, and he merely thumb-tacked it to 
the wall in his office, where it remained 
for almost two years. 

Then one day he was looking around 
hurriedly for a portrait to enter at the last 
minute in an exhibition, when his eyes fell 
upon Barry’s picture on the wall. It was 
entered, and recognized immediately as an 
excellent, artistic work for its fine lines 
and superior photograpic technique em- 
ployed in the making. 

Psychology Important 

Psychology played an important part 
in the achieving of the dramatic expres- 
sion on Barry’s face in the prize-winning 
portrait, as it does anytime the attainment 
of artistic heights is the motive of a por- 
trait. 

Hal said he talked very quietly to his 
son, and described to him in hollow tones 
the terrible, terrible situation Barry was in, 
how his parents didn't love him and how 
the whole world just did not like him a bit. 
When Barry’s falling humor brought the 



mood and facial expression Hal had in 
mind, he clicked the camera and the result 
was nothing short of creative. 

Son Barry is now 14 and a cadet at 
Castle Heights Military Academy in Ten- 
nessee. 

Became Serious In Army 

Hal has tinkered with cameras since 
he was big enough to hold one, but it was 
while serving with the U S. Army in World 
War II that he became a serious student. 
His Army tasks included a wide range of 
assignments, including duty as a combat 
photographer. While in France, he barter- 
ed Army film, a very scarce commodity on 
the civilian market, for camera instruc- 
tions from a French civilian who was es- 
pecially good at and interested in artistic 
photography. 

M^re than a dozen fine portraits line 
the wall of the Hal Cooner Studio, all hav- 
ing won the recognition of his fellow 
photographers. But the picture of his tear- 
ful son still holds first place in his admira- 
tion.
